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Parity Price for Wheat 


debate in the House of Commons on wheat 
policies brought a number of western members in¬ 
to vocal opposition. There are no end of weak features ' 
open to .criticism, but it is a question whether opponents 
at the present moment and under present circumstan¬ 
ces could put any plan into effect which would be satis¬ 
factory to all, and would give wheat growers a fair deal. 

One point, however, was raised by a member from 
Saskatchewan when he called to the attention of the 
House, a rumored plan in United States to fix the price 
of wheat at 75% parity with the things he has to buy. 
On American scale of prices that would place wheat at 
about $1.13 a bushel. And even that concession would 
be only 75% parity of goods bought. 

It is this tremendous disparity between what the far¬ 
mer buys and what he sells which is at the bottom of 
western difficulties. It is that the price which has been 
set—now and in years pasU—bears no relation to pur¬ 
chasing power. It does not pretend to. Such factors as 
labor; and scarcity of raw material may send manufac¬ 
tured goods sky high, but the returns to the wheat far¬ 
mer are set at an indexible figure. Not only that, but fie 
is restricted in what he is permitted to sell. 

In 1926-29, the high peak of agricultural years, the 
farm income was just one-half of what it should have 
been in proportion to population. In subsequent years 
1930-37, should have been in relation to population. The 
years 1940-41 may bring even more startling disparity, 
because manufactured goods are steadily rising. 

Another relative injustice is that labor has been per¬ 
mitted to base its wage scale on the 1926-29 figures, with 
bonus allowed as the cost of living may rise. This is a 
neat little arrangement, which leaves farmers strietly 
on the outside. Concessions to labor, and more penal¬ 
ties placed on agriculture. Not satisfied with the codd¬ 
ling which the government gives, various branches of in¬ 
dustry have elected to go on strike from time to time. 
We are too remote from industrial centres to judge the 
merit of disputes between employers and employees. But 
thirds no time for labor battles. The government finds 
no difficulty in regimenting farm operations and re¬ 
turns. It should show equal firmness with the employ¬ 
ers and employees in industry, who are the favored 
class in all legislation. 

An'appeal for parity of prices is an old, old cry from 
Western Canada. If it is necessary to set a low price 
for farm products, then he should be assured protection 
in prices of what he has to purchase. The actual figure 
obtained for wheat has no leaning-except in relation to 
what it can buy< 

No one would suggest that a government was over- 
generous in getting a price which would mean 75% of 
parity. Yet such a price wouid change the whole p.c- 

ture for the west. 


Must Organize Population 


¥N dealing with the question of conscription, the Al- 

^ bertap joins with a number of other' papers in 
warning against the stupidity of admitting men to the 
army who are skilled in necessary industries, and whose 
removal from industrial ranks would slow up import¬ 
ant production. The Albertan says: “The best form of 
assistance Canada may render is to organize her popula¬ 
tion beginning with engineers and technicians. Arma¬ 
ments and supplies greater than wastage are required. 
The actual striking force that conquered France did not 
exceed 126,000 men. But it may be surmised that the 
industrial forces which equipped those men exceeded 
the fighting forces many times over. That is how im¬ 
portant the mechanized feature of war is.” 

Under the drive for conscription of men for the army 
there is grave danger that the men in the fighting for¬ 
ces may outstrip the armaments necessary for their ade¬ 
quate protection. The materials with which our men 
are supplied should be inexhaustible. In every stage of 
the present war, German mechanized power has played 
the dominant part, and been a deciding factor. 

Canada should be very careful in mobilizing its hu¬ 
man strength to ensure that every section of enlisted 
men is fully outfitted to go up against the mechanize*! 
power of Germany. The saddest words of any’ defeat 
are “Our men were inadequately supplied.” The most 
reassuring' words would be: “They afe going into action 
supported by full mechanized strength and endless re¬ 
placements." 

Canada should also guard againd depletion of man¬ 
power on the farms. It is a short-sighted policy which 
undermines the strength of farm production by accept¬ 
ing men in the army who are necessary to agricultural 
efficiency. 

If» any conscription of men for military purposes, a 
proper balance must be maintained to enwrre that in¬ 
dustries on which the army depends are kept at full 
atrength. . .

If 
the press wishes to maintain freedom of expression, it ‘ 
should exercise some restraint in such an emergency. The < 
governnient cannot allow even a small section of the press J 
to become hysterical lest the hysteria should spread. 

Some of the memfffers of parliament were grouching too. \ 
They asked, questions about it and then demanded a day in ( 
which to debate it. This Mr. Churchill, at first declined, 
thus showing more consideration to the press than to par¬ 
liament, but afterwaids allowed a full dress debate on his ' 
own motion of confidence in the government. 

Under ordinary circumstances, Mr., King would prefer , 
to go to England and therefore we must believe there is 
some good reason why he thinks his place now is in Canada. 1 

For war frauds in Italy, death or prison sentences have 
been decreed, and they were decreed by the greatest war ' 
fraud in ail history, Mussolini. 

"There is a scarcity of eggs in England. The hens ap¬ 
parently did not do their full duty. All laid short of war. 

It is not unlikely that whatever criticism was heard in 
Australia and New Zealand sprang not from the strategy ' 
which sent Aussies from Africa to Greece, but from the ' 
lack of sufficient support. They must have been asking • , 
why Canadian troops were not sent when requested. That 
the request was made is implicit in Col. Ralston’s state- i 
ment that no “formal” request was made. It is foolish to 
deny that Ottawa has the last say as to the disposition of 1 
Canadian troops. Mr. King would be the last man to sur¬ 
render such authority to London. It was jealousy of our 
sovereignty that prompted him to deny Britain the control 
of air-training schools here in 1937-8. 

The Naval Minister thinks there is too much criticism of < 
the government. The government, however, has a big ad- 1 
vantage. It can meet that criticism, and praise itself, at the 1 
public cost, whereas its critics have to operate at their own 
expense. 

With admirable spirit the Canadian people accepted the ' 
lllsley budget which leaves not a person untouched. The 
finance Minister can-show appreciation by clamping down 
on those colleagues of his -who want to spend money on 1 
useless or unnecessary enterprises, just as if there was no 
war in progress. 1

A commentator remarks that we do not hear so much 
about Scottish regiments in this \var as we did in all oth- 
era. The reason may be in the fact that kilts are disal- , 
lowed except on parade. In other wars, Scots would mis- i 
quote a line from Scott, “Now trews farewell, and ruth, be- * 
bone!” And donning their kilts would rush into the field 1 
to conquer or die. 

Having denounced the King of the Belgians at the time 
for betraying the Allies, we are now in duty bound to say 
that there has been a change of opinion about his conduct. ^ 
The charge of treachery was first made by Premier Rey- < 
naud of France, perhaps because of misinformation, per- i 
haps to excuse in advance, France’s own failure. It is not 1 
true that the King did not inform France of his intention. 1 
The conduct of the King and especially of his government 
is sun-clear as compared with the infamy of those who ’n.. _= 
those fateful days had or gained control of France. 

We would be glad to acclaim government action with re¬ 
spect to the National Steel Car Co. as evidence of strength 
and vigor were it not that it is a capitulation to the C.I.O. 
The dispute between the Co. and the men centred around 
the (Co.’s refusal to re-engage a man named Tanner who, 
according to the Co. was more punctual in union activities 
than he was in hours of labor. Another objection is that the 
employes now become civil servants like railway employes 
and therefore likely to apply for cost-of-living bonuses. 

The next taxes will increase the demand for a cost of liv¬ 
ing bonus, and persons who buy railway tickets will have 
to pay a tax on the tickets whereas railway workers who 
travel free are exempt from it. It is rubbing it in a bit to 
ask the paying passenger to pay not only that tax but 
whatever other tax is needed to make up the cost of living 
bonus for the tax-exempt traveller. 

If a policeman attempting to arrest a criminal calls for 
assistance it is the legal duty of civilian spectators to give 
it. That is not Lindbebgh’s notion. His idea is that they 
should hold aloof because it is just possible the policeman 
may be overpowered and in that event he might be able to 
use his good offices with the criminal to get reasonable 
terms for the future. The chance that the policeman might 
be overpowered would have the very opposite effect upon 
decent citizens. 

Lindbergh did well to resign his commission in the 
American army flying corps, and Roosevelt did well not to 
renew General Hugh Johnson's commission. If by any 
■hance the I'.S. gets into the war, it would never do to 
have quislings in key positions. Even if not quislings they 
Would not figfit heartily for a cause they think.doomed, or 
under a leader they have damned. The President gave 
l. ndhergh sufficient offence to prompt him to give up his 
commission, hut Hitler hasn't done anything yet to prompt 
him to return that medal. 


the Longview or Tongue Creek roads be built up this 
year.

The cost and labor of keeping the road in any kind of 
shape has imposed a heavy toll upon the district for 
years past, without accomplishing permanent results. 


Moral Issues of 
Right and Wrong 

Wrong Was Done When Jap- 
_ an Struck at Manchukuo, 

And Has Continued. Real 
Sequence of Evil 

An article by Brook? Atkinson in 
“The Nation,” replying to the confus¬ 
ed thinking which the world cataclysm 
has brought about, saying that simple 
.’decisions may be made which repre¬ 
sent the integrity of character. The 
basic questions that people must ask 
themselves today are plural ones, the i 
difference between right and wrong. | 

He says that in the superficial j 
worlds of politics and economics it is 
easy to become confused—whether 
economic necessity forced Japan (e 
seek domination of the East, whether 
Germany should draw -boundaries ac¬ 
cording to racial strength, whether 
United States should give aid to Bri¬ 
tain dr appease Hitler. 

“But the moral test is not open to 
argument. Even in this headlong 
world we can find a solid place to 
stand if we ask what is right or wrong 
in human conduct. In simplest moral 
terms it was wrong for Japan to grab 
Manchukuo and spread like a scourge 
through Europe; it was wrong for 
Italy to r'avagt* Ethiopia and to con¬ 
spire with Germany against the legit¬ 
imate government of Spain; wrong 
for Germany to invade the countries 
\ over which she has ridden; wrong for 
Russia to engulf the Baltic States and 
crush the independence of Finland. 
-These things are wrong, not because 
of international law but because they 
have struck at the spirit of man which 
is the creative force of the world 

“The sequence of evil has increased 
in horror. 

The Japenese defended the larceny 
of Manchukuo as law enforcement 
against bandits in 1931, but Germany 
did not feel required to defend her con¬ 
quests in 1940 Evil feeds on evil and 
the coming years will follow a like 
course, if thieves, murderers and des¬ 
pots are not curbed. The blood has 
spattered round the world; the patient 
earth receives its dead. This is moral 
indictment. 

“Some people feel that we Ameri¬ 
cans can escape moral responsibility 
by averting our eyes from the ashes 
of innocent homes, and by stopping 
our ears against the roar of battle. 
But the man of moral integrity, when 
his brothers are starved and tortured, 
does not consider the personal conse¬ 
quences of what he says and does. For 
the moral code is not a system of eti¬ 
quette but the foundamental truths of 
humanity, founded on the faith that 
men can flourish on love and enlight- 
ment. 

“If the democratic way of life were 
not based on a moral concept of hu¬ 
man relations, it would not be worth 
preserving. To look on democracy 
simply as a form of government is to 
under estimate the fullness of life it 
nourishes—men living together with 
mutual respect and a common destiny. 

“Although we have not yet achieved

full democracy at home we have pro¬ 
gressed steadily. We have on the 
whole, achieved political and religious 
democracy. We still have poverty, 
unemployment, racial prejudice but

“If democracy has outlived its use¬ 
fulness, Christ was the most calami¬ 
tous of false prophets, and we have 
b^en a tragically misguided nation. If 
democracy has outlived its usefulness, 
slavery is the highest state to which 
man edn aspire. 

“For about 6 years barbaric violence 
has been raging with increasing cruel¬ 
ty all over the world, driving millions 
into exile, sentencing whole popula¬ 
tions to slavery at the point of a rifle, 
murdering women and children in 
convulsions of terror, crushing the 
truth that we have labored for centur¬ 
ies to bring out of darkness. Are these 
things right or wrong? We cannot 
forsee the result of the steps we take 
to resist and stop them. But people 
who are not degenerate know what 
direction those steps must take.”

Revised regulations under the 1941 
42 wheat acreage reduction program, 
tabled in the commons by Agricultur¬ 
al Minister Gardiner, make provis¬ 
ions for fines up to 4100 against those 
who make false returns. 

Under the revised rules, the minis¬ 
ter may require the operator of any 
country elevator to make available in¬ 
formation with respect to the farming 
operations gf any person or persons 
in any year. *, 

For purposes of the regulations the 
acreage reduction on any farm will ■ re¬ 
computed by deducting the number of 
acres sown to wheat in lfMl from the 
number sown to wheat in\940. 

On farms where no land w^s sown 
to wheat in 1940, the wheat acreage - m 
1939 will be accepted as the land 
sown to wheat in 1940, unless it ex¬ 
ceeds 60 percent of the cultivated 
acreage on such farm in 1940. In such 
case the number of acres sown to 


wheat in 1940 will be considered to be 
60 percent of the total cultivated acre¬ 
age on the farm in 1940. 

On farms where there was new 
breaking^in 1940, 80 percent of this 
breaking jtyUl be computed as being 
included in wheat sowings in 1940 and 
the other 20 percent computed as 
coarse grains.

Turkey has not yet made any move 
in direct assistance of Britain, and is 
unlikely to do so unless invaded. Tur¬ 
key however, lies between the Nazi 
armies in the Balkans and the route 
toward Suez through Syria. German 
agents are at work in Turkey. 

Selassie Re-Enthroned 
Haile Selassie was re-established in 
\ddis-Ababa as the King of Kings 
and Lion of Judah. After five years 
Ethiopia has been freed from Italian 
yoke and Its independence restored. 

Belfast—Liverpool Attacked 
Damage has been done by Nazi 
raids on Liverpool, Belfast, Glasgow 
and other British centres. Liverpool 
ias suffered several consecutive 
nights of bombing. Serious damage 
n commercial centres of northern Ire¬ 
land has been done, and County Done¬ 
gal and Dublin have suffered. Along 
the Clyde in Glasgow areas heavy 
losses have been suffered. 

While this has gone on the R.A.F. 
is making constant raids on German 
centres inflicting heavy damage and 
in home defence has been taking toll 
of German planes.

Although the data on wheat in the 
House of Commons was not exected to 
alter conditions, there was strong op¬ 
position to the government policies. 
Included . in the IC.C.F. amendment 
was a proposal of minimum price of 
85 cts. Ft. William. 

E. Perley, Conservative member 
‘from Saskatchewan suggested wheat 
as a backing for currency declaring ill 
to be “good as gold." He referred 
to the rumored plan in United States 
to fix the price of wheat at 75% parity 
of cost of products which the farmer 
■has to buy, and suggested that the V 
S. gov’t might announce a price of 
$1.13 at Chicago. 

He attacked the storage system fin¬ 
anced by the government as a “real 
racket.” With a war on, he said the 
government should take over storage 
facilities of the country and save 40,- 
000,000 a year. He quoted informa¬ 
tion that the government was leasing 
an elevator of 3*4 million capacity to 
the McCabe Grain Co., an American- 
owned company, for $51,000 a year. 
But under present conditions the' gov¬ 
ernment has to pay this company 
$260,000 a year for storing grain. 

Ross, Conservative of Manitoba, re¬ 
minded the House that when Pres. 
Roosevelt brought down his war bud¬ 
get, he placed farm commodities sec¬ 
ond on the list, and one of every five 
dollars in the appropriation of seven 
billions was spent for farm welfare. 

The budget of $35,000,000 was 
passed by the Commons. 

Hob. James MacKinnon said that it 
is likely the Wheat Board will be able 
to accept all 1940 wheat delivered be¬ 
fore July 31.
